ESSENCE OF NEWS. 


A Prosperous Farmer .of lomi Turnii 


Mttnluc and At-uompllshort it IMost Shock- 
ing Decil—The Sleeping Italic and AH 
Others of tlio Household Arc Slaugh- 
tered—Awful Discovery ot u Neighbor, 
Carroll, la., Sept. 28.—The slaughter 


of a mother and her six children oc- 
curred at the home of John Boecker, 
tv farmer living eight miles northwest 
of here. Afterward the fiendish or de- 
mented husband and father at whose 
hands they died completed his bloody 
work by sending a bullet into his own 
head, inflicting a fatal wound. 


They were prosperous Germans, and 


as far as is known lived happily. No 
motive for the tragedy has been, dis- 
closed. Boecker's victims are his wife 
and 
these children: 
Caroline, 14; 


Christine, 9; Henry, S; Lizzie, 6; John, 
3, and an infant. 
All are dead but 


Henry, and the latter can not recover 
from his wounds. 


Boecker had an engagement to help 


a neighbor thresh, and on his not put- 
ting in an apparance his brother Hen- 
ry went to see why he did not come. 
The doors of the Boecker house were 
locked and there were uo signs of life 
about. 


Henry tried to get into the house, 


but met no response, and finally he 
kicked in the door and came upon a 
horrible scene. Boecker, with his wife 
and baby, slept in a back room, and 
the three corpses lay on one bed. The 
wife had been shot in the ueck with a 
shotgun, which stood in the corner; 
the baby had been shot and its head 
crushed with the butt, o! a revolver. 


The man, still breathing, had a bul- 


let hole high up on the forehead, and 
by his side was a Smith & Wesson six- 
shooter with two chambers empty. The 
Boecker 'home is a story and a half 
frame house, and upstairs Henry and 
Lizzie lay on a bed with bullet holes 
in tbe forehead, the latter dead, the 
boy still breathing. In the opposite 
corner of the same room Caroline, 
Christine and John were dead, each 
with a bullet hole in the 
forehead, 


though Caroline had two. 


The indications 
are that Boecker 


first dispatched his wife with the shot- 
gun, shooting her in the neck, then 
used the revolver on the baby, first 
shooting it and then knocking out its 
brains with the butt. Boecker then 
went upstairs where the five'children 
were sleeping and killed them. 


All but two children met with in- 


stant death, for the blood clots wero 
under their heads and two. lay as calm- 
ly as if they reposed in sleep. 


He has been regarded as a prosper- 


ous farmer, and only recently bought 
a 200-acre farm a few miles from the 
old homestead. Sunday ho attended 
Catholic services at Breda with his 
wife and some of the children. Later 
in the day he was visited by a neigh- 
bor, who says that when he left the 
Boecker home in the 
evening they 


were seemingly a happy family, and 
not a premonition of the awful trag- 
edy enacted a few hours later was 
given by Boecker or any of his house- 
hold.

More New Cases, but Fewer Deaths 
Dur- 


ing: Hot Weather. 


New Orleans, Sept. 28. — Warmer 


weather in the past two or three days 
has had the 
effect of increasing to 


some extent the number of new cases 
of the pravailing type of yellow fever, 
but it has equally had the effect of 
sending down the death rate. There 
were 21 new cases during the past 24 
hours, but there were only two deaths. 
Present experience, therefore, proves 
that warm weather adds to the num- 
ber of cases but reduces the mortality, 
•while cold weather 
diminishes the 


number of cases and enlarges the death 
rate. Physicians and the authorities 
generally agree that the situation is 
steadily improving. 


They believe that the chances ar« 


growing more "remote every day of au 
epidemic, and that there is little like- 
lihood that the disease will assume be- 
fore cold weather a much more viru- 
lent form than ait present. 


Professor Metz, who is at the head 


of the work of sanitation and who su- 
perintends tha 
fumigation of 
all 


houses, eald to a reporter: 


"Some little figuring discloses the 


fact that there have been exactly 168 
cases. Of these 19 have died, and I am 
able to state that 38 have been actual- 
ly discharged as entirely 
recovered. 


There therefore remain only 101 cases, 
and -while I shouldn't like to undertake 
a statement of the number of those 
practically on the way to recovery, the 
death rate among them with the pres- 
ent conditions will be small. The death 
rate is barely above 12 per cent."

tures—Deficit Is Decreasing. 


Washington, Sept. 28.—The Septem- 


ber monthly statement of the govern- 
ment receipts and 
expenditures will 


show a material decrease in the deficit 
as compared with August. The in- 
crease that will be shown in the re- 
ceipts from internal revenue sources 
seems to justify the expectation of the- 
treasury officials that by Jan. 1 next 
the deficit will have been reduced to a 
nominal amount. 


The excess of expenditures over re- 


ceipts so far this month amounts to 
something over ?3,250,000, but it is ex- 
pected that by Oct. 1 these excesses 
will have been reduced to $3,000,000 or 
less, making the deficit for the firs

For the 
Killing of Striking 


Miners at Lattimer. 


A50THEK BLOODY RIOT OCCURS. 


As * Result of Quarrel Over the ITazel- 


.ton Trouble Is'ino Men Received Fatal 
' Injuries—Tliirty-SLx Persons Are Known 
to Have Ueeii 'Wounded—Details of tl*« 


j Affair. 


Girardsville. Pa., Sept. 28.—At least 


cine men received fatal injuries and 
possibly two score others were more 
or less seriously wounded in a bloody 
riot here. 


The battle was the outcome of a 


quarrel over the Hazelton 
troubles. 


Thirty-six men were known to have 
beea wounded and about 50 more are 
being secreted by their friends, who 
fear that they will bo sent to jail. 
Twelve 
of 
the 
ringleaders 
were 


brought before Justice Blias Klssin- 
C«r and ten before Justice H. B. John- 
eon. All were charged with assault 
with, intent to kill, 
house-breaking 


'and rioting, and were held in 'heavy 
bail for court. Many more warrants 
have been issued, but have not been 
served as yet. 


Dr. Charles Schleeman attended to 


22 of the wounded, nine of whom he 
Bays will die. 
Dra. William Mona- 


gnan and James Donahue attended to 
14 of the others, and how many the 
other physicians 
cared for 
is 
not 


known. Three of the men have been 
reported dead, 'but this cannot be ver- 
ified yet'on account of the uncommun- 
icatiye nature of the participants. 


The story of the riot is as follows: 


Sereral 'hundred Poiandera board at 
William Culacabbage's hotel, on Sec- 
ond street. Joseph Cavendish is pro- 
prietor of a hotel at the east end of 
tow-n, •where several hundred more Po- 
landers make itheir headquarters. Bad 
Wood 'has 
always 
existed between 


them, and the recent strike troubles at 
Hazelton embittered them still more. 
Culacabbsge, it is charged, and 'his 
followers, to the number of several 
hundred 
arming 
themselves 
with 


guns, 
revolvers, 
knives, axes 
and 


clubs,, marched to Cavendish's hotel, 
-where several hundred of their ene- 
mies were celebrating pay day. The 
Cavendish men ascertained that their 
foes were marching on them, and arm- 
ing 
themselves 
hurriedly, awaited 


their arrival. 
After a demonstrative 


march, the Culacabbage contingent ar- 
rived and immediately stormed the sa- 
loon. Then a bloody battle ensued. 
The _men fought 
like 
demons, 
the 


shooting was fast and furious, axes, 
knives, clubs and other weapons were 
used with deadly effect. The battle 
•lasted almost an hour, when the Cul- 
acabbage gang 
was routed, leaving 


their wounded behind. 


Every thing in 
the 
house 
was 


smashed and the floors were strewn 
with wounded men. The walls were 
'baapattered with blood and shreds of 
human flesh.

Chicago, 
Sept. 
28. — The leading 


event of the day in the trial of A. L. 
Luetgert -was the evidence of William 
Charles,- Luetgert's business partner. 
He explained why, as he claimed, tho 
caustic pot-ash in which the body of 
Mrs. Louise Luetgert is alleged by the 
prosecution to have been dissolved was 
bought. 


According to Charles' story the pot- 


csh was purchased as the principal in- 
gredient of a quantity of soft soap tc 
be used in cleaning up the big factory 
preparatory to its sale to an English, 
syndicate. 
The witness said he sug- 


gested this method of putting the fac- 
tory in shape himself, and that Luet- 
gert, acting upon the suggestion, or- 
dered a barrel of caustic potash.weigh- 
ing 375 pounds, sent up to the factory 
in March last. Thi& was about the 
time the prosecution claims the nego- 
tions were pending between Luetgert 
and Davey, the mysterious 
English- 


man, who is said to have represented 
the syndicate, 
and 
who borrowed 


?25,000 from Luetgert. 


The caustic potash was put into the 


vat, and Luetgert said he would see to 
turning on the steam and hoiliug the 
•stuff. Charles said he met Luetgert in 
a saloon on the evening o-f the night 
Mrs. Luetgert disappeared, and Luet- 
gert said he was going over and turn 
on the steam. 


At 9 o'clock the same night Charles 


said he went to the basement of the 
factory and found Luelgert there and 
the steam' turned on. The mirture 
boiled over once or twice and splashed 
upon the f JOT. The following day he 
visited the factory basement and saw 
the mixture in the vat. The tallow 
was in one portion of the vat and the 
grease or lard had collected in another 
part of the 
vat by itself, 
Luetgert 


again turned on steam in the mixture, 
the witness said. 


On cross-examination Charles denied 


he had "doctored" the books of the 
concern so as to show a yearly profit 
of $30.000.

When the legislature, in the spring 


of 1S9C, passed the "corrupt practices" 
act, which made its aumor, young Gar- 
field, famous throughout the country, 
it was supposed that a long stride had 
been taken in the direction of restrict- 
ing the use of money in political cam- 
paigns in Ohio. 


Although not so extreme as the cele- 


brated English act of parliament from 
which its inspirations were drawn, its 
penalties arc severe and its provisions 
•are broad. But the astute managers of 
Mark Ilanna have made the discovery 
that it has no application to the elec- 
tion of a senator of the United States. 
Astounding as this may seem, an ex- 
amination of the law forces the con- 
clusion that for some inexplicable rea- 
son that office was omitted 
from.. its 


provisions. It applies in terms to can- 
didates for representative in the con- 
gress of 'the United States and for any 
public office created by the constitution 
or laws of this state to he filled by 
popular election. They are rigorously 
restricted, under severe 
penalties, in 


the expenditure of.money for the pur- 
pose of securing or aiding in securing 
either their 
nomination or election. 


But no such curb is placed upon the 
freedom of a candidate for the senate 
•of the United States. 
He does not 


come within, the descriptive words. His 
office is not created by the constitution 
or laws of this state, nor is 'his office 
one to 'be filled by popular election. It 
la true that the general provisions of 
the statute upon the subject of bribery 
apply to tlmt office as well as to all 
others, but million's of money may bo 
used and the will of the voter effec- 
tually corrupted without resorting to 
direct bribery. 


So, by the strange oversight of young
